WHY WE OUGHT NOT 
TO BE REPAID. 


A reading of M. Andre Tardieu's interview in the 
Nation’s Business ought to help materially to 
@larify American thinking not only upon our re- 
lations with France but in the field of our foreign 
policy generally. M. Tardieu has spoken or written 
repeatedly along the same lines and we cannot 
reproach him for lack of such candor as is com- 
patible with good manners. On the contrary, if 
he has not helped us to know how the French 
look upon us, our responsibilities, and our course of 
conduct during and since the war, it is our fault 
and not his. 

M. Tardieu informs us, as he has on other

OIL EXHAUSTION. 

The President’s attention has been directed to 
wasteful methods of oi] production in many of the 
most important fields in the country. Despite 
the enormous consumption of petroleum products 
in this country and elsewhere throughout the 
world the market ig glutted with crude oil. It 
was reported only a few weeks ago that the supply 
so far exceeds the demand that it does not pay to 
extract all the gasoline which can be obtained 
by ordinary “cracking” methods.

Ralph Arnold of Los Angeles, a geologist wo 
recently called at the summer White House, said 
one of the great difficulties in preventing waste 
was the character of of] men.

From this conclusion we realize M. Tardieu and 
French opinion in the main will not recoil, and we 
think the reason can be found, explicit or ex- 
pressed, in every discussion of the debt. It pro- 
ceeds from the assumption that the United States 
was in duty bound to enter the European war on 
the side of the allies. If that is granted, the United 
States was tardy in performing its duty and never 
fulfilled it fully. It permitted the allies to carry 
the load for two years without contributing lives 
wpon the altar of sacrifice, and this inequity ought 
te be repaired as fully as may be in the terms of 
settlement. The logic of this, of course, is not 
only that we ought {0 cancel our loans but make a 
substantial additional contribution, and this has 
been pointed out to us, though not insisted upon. 
_ If we may borrow a bit of M. Tardieu's polite 
candor, we will say that this is not a view of 
American responsibilties in the late war or there- 
after which the American people hold or ever will 
bold.

EW YORK.— [Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The signs all point 
to the revival of the womanly in 
woman. I doubt if we shall see,

Woman, in other words, is being 
stirred into a consciousness of her- 
self as a woman.

Little curls are project- 
ing their undulating charms upon 
those ultra smart femmes to whom 
the rest of us offer sheeplike devo- 
tion. Or, if not curls, a soft framing 
of the face to dispel the mystery of 
whether a boy or girl is being en- 
tertained at the next table. 

All of which leads up to the subject 
of grace of movement. For when you 
visualize a womanly woman,’graceful 
movements of her body are immediate- 


ly presented. 


Grace Is an Asset. 


An internationally known woman 
lecturer, commenting on a girl of large 
frame fairly well covered with flesh, 
said to me of her recently: ‘She has 
s0 much grace of movement she appre- 
ciably reduces her size. You are never 
conscious of it because of her extraor- 
dinarly easy grace in walking, sitting 
and standing.”’ 

If we are due for a revival of a cer- 
tain amount of embonpoint beauty to 
the figure, all the more need for sub- 
jecting it early to the lessons of grace- 
ful carriage, first, because a graceful 
body is absolutely essential to this 
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womanly charm we speak of, and 
again because it does produce the illu- 
sion of a nfere spirituelle figure. 
There is still another reason for its 
cultivation. It reflects mental poise. 
Not only reflects it, but produces it. 
A day is full of opportunities to 
practice grace. A thousand moves and 
gestures are made which might just 
as well be tributes to charm, but which 
instead are too often awkward sprawl- 


ing in chairs, slumping in gaits, an- 


gular bends and heavy treads. Waving 
a greeting, handing a guest a maga- 
zine or a cup of tea, settling one’s self 
in a chair, stepping in and out of 
one’s motor—all these are opportuni- 
ties to practice the art of grace, avhich 
as a possession outshines Titian locks, 
or pansy eyes, or perfect features. 
There are women who are naturally 
graceful in all their movements. Some 
others there are who are not, but can 
taught to dance gracefully, yet stop 
being graceful when they stop dane- 
ing. And then there is the large body 
of us who, in order to be graceful in 
‘all of our ordinary, everyday move- 
ments, have to think’ before we move 
until our muscles are so trained they 
act gracefully without promptings.

endowed her bountifully. Sometimes, 
of course, he indulges in his literary 
prerogative to the extent of having 
her “walk with elastic step from the 
hip,” or he will have her feet “scarcely 
touch the ground,” or give her the 
“body of a willow” or fasten upon 
her the “ undulating movements of the 
vamp,” etc. All of which might prove 
discouraging did we attempt to emu- 
late her sways and her rhythms. 


As our lives, for the most part, aren’t 
in the realms of the etherea) we prob- 
ably wouldn’t find it practical to look 
like the slender nymphlike beings fa- 
miliar in filmy Grecian tunics. But 
Wwe can, without affected gesture or 
pose, add a bit of beauty to the move- 
ments we have to make in the course 
of a day. 

Often enough you’ve heard a woman 
spoken of as ‘knowing how to wear 
clothes.”

Hothouse, Cactus, or 
Hardy Perennial. 


OU can’t wrap him in cotton 
woolk—make a hothouse flower 
of him—a sensitive plant. 

But you don’t want to make a 


cactus of him, either. 


How about a hardy perennial? That 


sounds like a fair compromise, doesn’t 


it? 
Of course, it’s all a manner of speak- 


ing—a way of figuring out in terms 


of things that grow, this matter of 
protecting your child from unfavorable 
influences that surround him—whether 


they happen to be his environment in 


general, older people, or other chil- 


dren. 

It is a difficult thing to decide, be- 
cause it has more than ons angle, and 
you don’t want to lose your perspec- 
tive and be narrow about it. For in- 
stance, it would be awful te produce 
the result “My mother says I can’t 
play with you,” or “Don’t speak to 
Jenny Brown—lI’m not allowed to go 
with her.” | 

Your protecting of your children has 
got to be done, wherever it is humanly 
possible, without their knowing it. 
They can’t understand what lies be- 
hind your action ahd it wouldn't be 
well to explain, even if they could 
understand. It would be very bad to 
create a snobbish feeling in your child 
—or a superior one—or a goody-goody 
one. It is an attitude that might per- 
meate his relations toward people 
throughout his whole life. 


Preparation for Life. 

I think we all agree that a too-care- 
ful shielding of children does not pre- 
pare them for life. It is apt to make 
them too tender, too sensitive—to unfit 
them for the time when they have to 
“get out on their own.” Then life 
won't handle them with gloves—though 
[ am not, by any means, one of those 
who feel as some people do, that life 
is a thug who lies in wait behind each 
corner with a blackjack in his hand. 
We must admit, however, that life 
for most of us holds very varied treat- 
ment and varied human relations, and 
our childhood should, te a moderate 
degree, fit us for that. . 

This sort of generalization has be- 
hind it always the qualifying influ- 
ence of common sense. Each age with 
children requires its own degree of 
shelteredness-—-of freedom—of inde- 
pendence, from babyhood,* which is 
practically totally shielded, through 
the tender days of toddling, through 
the threes and fours and fives—onward 
and outward. The younger they are, 
the more helpless and more plastic, 
and tbe more they must guarded. The 
child of 9 has an imperviousness to 
outside influences that the child of 6 
has not. But at any age it is pos- 
sible to: overstep the mark and to 
skield too much, 

The “ Hardening Process.” 
There are some parents who believe 


_ im the very opposite of this cottom 


wool treatment—who are strong for 
the hardening process. “Turn him 
loose,” they say, “and let him develop 
his own protection.” And there arse 
some who have no particular convic- 
tion about it—they turn their children 
loose only because it’s the line of 
least resistance and FOR THE TIME 
BEING, is the least trouble. In either 
case the result is the same. 

Well, I’ve seen some of these young 
cacti and I don’t think so much of the 
result. They bear the marks of the 
toughening process. Sometimes the 
toughness and warping and spininess 
of the cactus are visible, and some 


‘times they aren’t. But they're there 


despite what the advocates of this 
treatment may say. If you could 
know the inner selves of these chil- 
dren when they have grown up you 
would find them bearing the spiritual 
scars, | 

Once I heard a group of men who 
had struggled through against odds to 
make something of themselves, who 
were looked up to and respected-— 
agree in regretting that im their boy- 
hood they had been exposed to so many 
unfortunate influences, the effects of 
which they still carried with them, 


and always would. And yet we would . 


not think of adopting such heroic 
measures with young plants or valu- 
able animals, as these peolpe do with 
their children. 

The Medium Course. | 

What the elimination of these two 
extremes leaves us, then, is a medium 
course—something between too much 
protection and too little, with the hope 


‘that we'll obtain a product that is be- 


tween the cactus and the hothouse 
plant, something that has stamina 


and hardihood, grace and individuality, .- 


and a wholesome natural relation to 
society. To do sf we must try in- 
telligently to provide the... with mod- 
erate freedom, tnoderate care, moder- 
ate cultivation. 

In this connection I always think 
of a circumstance that I knew about 
quite intimately. The mother was &@&

fundamental principles of 
/equitation find their application 
across country and in jumping. 
The qualities of boldness, seat, 
steadiness, suppleness, respect for the 
horse's mouth, and observation of the 


laws of balance, which have been oon- 


gtantly mentioned in the eleven fore- 
going installments, play a consider- 
able 


part. 

Boldness in jumping and cross-coun- 
try riding is the first requisite. It 
is immediately communicated to the 
horse. When the rider is not keen 
the horse becomes apprehensive. 
Seat, as previously discussed, as- 
sures a good hand, gives the rider 
use of his legs, which more than ever 
placement laterally ey 
rider to “sense” his horse. “Seat” 
is independent of the upper body; the 
rider may have his body slightly for- 
ward and be well seated, as he may 
carry it to the rear and not be well 


seated. 
Steadiness Is Essential. 

Steadiness, which has been defined 
as absence of useless or involuntary 
movement, here forbids any exagger- 
ated projection of the body forward 
or to the rear, as well as any dispiace- 
ment of the legs forward or of the 
hands high or to the rear. Supple- 
ness on horseback is the result of seat 
and steadiness, together with pliancy 
of the loin; it is the chief quality which 
allows the rider seerningly to be a part 
of the horse; it is this that is called 
“goifg with the horse.” 

The laws of balance and the mech- 
@nism of the gaits require the rider, 
in jumping, not to overweight the hind 
quarters, the seat of impulsion, at 
the moment of leaping or landing, nor 
to use his hands for the purpose of 
maintaining balance. The horse’s head 
and meck are used by the horse as his 
balancer. Therefore, when he is leap- 
ing, stumbling, or in difficulty, he 
must be allowed his full freedom. The 
best attitude for the rider in jumping 
is, “Don't jump before the horse, nor 
after the. horse, but jump with the 


horse. 

Faults of the Saddle. 

Seme of the methods of correcting 
the principal faults of the saddle are 
as follows; A steady pull on the curb 

y stops,the circulation of 


particularly 
the Mouth, numbs it until the effect |‘ 


is lost and the action becomes brutal. 
An intermittent tension on the reins 
is effective, whereas a sudden jerk 
rarely accomplishes more than to ex- 
cite the horse and arouses his fear of 
the rider. Excessive use of the curb 
should be avoided; it toughens the 
horse’s mouth. : 

The half halt is a brief, energetic 
action of the hands which the rider 
executes with fingers closed on the 
reins, by twisting the wrist quickly 
from below upward and front to rear, 
without losing contact with the mouth. 
it is used te slow up horses that are 
too ambitious, to back horses, or to 
carry to the rear the excess weight 
that some badly balanced horses al- 
low to come on the shoulders. It is 
effected to the need, on 
one’ réin, on two together, on the 
snafile, or on the curb. 

The called three and one 
is the half balt on ene rein held in 
one’ Tright] hand and three in the 
othéef [left] hand, used alternately.

When a Horse Rears. 

Horse that Rears: This fault begins 
with unskilled halting and backing. 
First, produce a movement to the 
fromt, which will throw the weight 
on the forehan@: If the horse re- 
sists forward movement, turn him on 
the @pot so as to disorganize the 
foresees. necessary in rearing. When 
the Haunches move laterally, no part 
of the horse can be contracted and 
he ig therefore prevented from throw- 
ing his weight on hind quarters. 
When the horse has reared lean as 
far forward as possible, release all 
tension on the reins [which other- 
Wise might cause the horse to fall 
backwards] and grasp the horse be- 
low the throat in order to hold on 
and maintain the forward position. 
Use the whip and spur to make him 
go ftorward, instead of obeying that 
impulse to strike him on the head, 
Which would only exaggerate the sit- 
uation and make the horse head-shy. 
Remember that a hotse rarely at- 
tempts to rear while moving forward.

\you are hungry enough, an entirely 
leold meal may be alluring, but when 
vwe add actually frozen foods it may 
take considerable glamour to “put 
‘them over.” Any elderly company is 
‘more than likely to feel a bit we mer 
§n body and mind after an all cold 


banquet. 

A cool dining room wil séem to get 
cooler and cooler as the meal pro- 
gresses, so that some people would 
to call for their fur coats. One 
ean get more unendurably cold from 
the inside than from any outside chill, 
as

had chills and fever. Chilled water- 
melon as a dinner dessert followed

Individual Baked Alaska. 


A single slice of brick ice cream 
on a thin slice of sponge cake, which 
extends a little beyond it all around, 
then covered with beaten and sweet- 
ened egg white as described, and baked 
or broiled, makes an interesting family 
service. Not a spot of the ice cream 
should be exposed after the sweetened 
egg white is put on, but no great 
amount of skill is needed to make it 
attractive. For covering three slices 
of ice cream we need about thrée egg 
whites or more in proportion than 
when we cover a whole brick. In any 
case a little sugar may be sprinkled 
over the egg white just before it is put 
into a fierce oven or under a broiler 
for about fifteen seconds. The sugar 
hastens the browning. 

On Freezing Ices. 

Probably there will be nothing better 
than the freezer with a wooden jacket 
and the inside metal container with 
a wooden dasher. -These should be 
immaculately clean. It is rather shock- 
ing to see so many commercial con- 
tainers left outside back doors all 
gummy and sticky, perhaps floating 
in the melted ice water. It really isn’t 


chances are that they can never be as 
antiseptically clean as they could be 
if not thus exposed. Besides, they 
attract flies to the spot. It is best 
to wash and scald the metal container 
and dasher thoroughly before they are 
used, even if they have been put away 
as clean as possible. Then put the 
container and the dasher and the top 
into an ice box to chill before adding 
the mixture which is to be frozen, 
whether it is an ice or a cream. As 
in bread making, nice work with ices 
and ice creams means temperature ail 
the time. In mixing any preparation 
of sirup and fruit juice with cream or 
a custard with cream, the best suc- 
cess is only obtained if the two are 
the same temperature. 


Freezing Conditions. 


There was an old fashioned idea 
that the best place to do freezing with 
ice and salt was the cool cellar or the 
cool back steps or porch. Quite the 
opposite of that idea now prevails; 
that is, a hot room is the best place 
in which to do the freezing because 
the ice melts more freely and it is in 
the melting of the ice, or the transfer 
of the chill, that the work is done. 
The mixture to be frozen will be best 
if it has been thoroughly chilled be- 
fore it is surrounded with the ice and 
salt; that is, it will be of finer quality 
especially if it happens to be of an 
egg and milk combination, or partly 
egg and milk. 

Baking and Molding Ice Cream. 

When ice. cream is to be repacked 
into a fancy mold, perhaps with an ice 
inside, as in making bombs, or fine 
lemon molds of ice cream, the molds 
should be well chilled, but the mixture 
must not be frozen too hard before it 
is packed into the molds, but merely 
toa firm mush. For all elegant service 
the molds of ice cream are really’ need- 
ed and one should learn how to pack 
them carefully. 

The firm mush, or partly frozen stuff, 
should be put into the mold by spoon- 
fuls and packed in well. If it is not, it 
will not come out well in a fine mold. 
The fancier the mold, the more care 
must be taken in packing the frozen 
mush into it, pushing it into all curves 
and corners. If ice cream or ices and 
creams are to be packed into a mold in 
layers, each layer must be packed 
firmly down and smoothed over. In 
general, it is best to pack a mold run- | 
ning over full, then smooth off the top 
and cover with a buttered paper. A 
Sweet unsalted butter is best and this 
is better than a paraffined or waxed 
paper, which sometimes does leave a 
slight flavor. 

The buttered paper of the right size 
should be made while the mold is still 
empty, being cut around so as to be 
an inch larger all the way around and | 
the buttered side of the paper should be 
up, not next to the ice. 

Then the cover is put on to fit close- 
ly and it is completely immersed in the 
salt and ice mixture, which must be 
washed off with cold water and the 
mold wiped so as not to be dripping 
before the cover is removed. Some- 
times it is only necessary to let the 
mold stand for a few minutes, though 
in other casé¢s it may be necessary to 
dip it into hot water and out again | 
instantly, with the careful wiping 
or agai,

Plain Vanilla Ice Cream. 


The easiest of all ice creams to make 
is that of full cream slightly sweetened 
and flavored. One can hardly fail to 
get a nice product when freezing this 
and a single bottle of cream, if frozen 
and served with whipped cream and 
garnished with fruit, may be made to 
serve from four to six people, although 
mos: people would consider two dessert | 
portions from it all that could be ex- 
pected. It swells with feezing. Almost 
any mixture swells in freezing, and it 
is on that account that experts advise 
us to have containers holding twice 
as much as the amount to be frozen 
at any time in them. 

This vanilla ice cream may be made 
of quite thin cream, or of thick cream 
thinned somewhat with milk and with 
each cup of it from two to four table- 
spoons of sugar, or as much as one- 
third of a cup with a tiny bit of salt 
and a teaspoon of flavoring may be 
used. Most people like it rather sweet.

Other important things to consider, 
from the standpoint of sanitation, are 
so treated that it will be a small mat- 
ter to keep the room spick and span 
with merely soap and water.

Enameled nursery furniture seems 
to be the most desiredfat the present 
time, @ue probably to the fact that it 
is extremely decorative, appropriate, 
Jractical and comparatively inexpen-

There are several pieces of furni- 
ture which should be considered neces 
sary in order to equip the nursery 
properly. First, the baby’s crib, which 
may be of enameled wood or metal 
with drop sides, This quite logically 
will later give place to the single bed 
or possibly twin beds, one of which 
will always be in readiness to accom- 
modate the oceasional little guest. 
Next is the chest of drawers, which 
is most essential if baby’s apparel [of 
which there is usually an abundance] 
is to be kept in order and all assembled 
in one place for mother’s particular 
convenience.

These are 
particularly desirable since it is only a 
minute’s work to clean them with a 
moistened cloth and a Teliqite neutral 
soap.

EW YORK.— [Special Corre- 

* spondence.]—The signs all point 

to the revival of the womanly in 

woman. I doubt if we shall sée, 
im our tiftie at Teast, a return to the

For when you 
visualize a womanly wotnah, graceful 
movetients of her body are immediate- 
ly presented. 

. Grace Is hn Asset. 

An internationally known woman 
lecturer, commenting on a girl of large 
frame fairly well covered with flesh, 
said to me of her recently: ‘ She has 
g0 much grace of movement she appre- 
ciably reduces her size. You are never 
conscious of it. beecayme of her-extraor- 
dinarly easy grace in walking, sitting 
and standing.” 

If we are due for a revival of a cer- 
tain afhount of embonpoint beauty to 
the figure, all the more need for sub- 
. jecting it early to the lessons of grace- 
ful cartiage, first, because a graceful 
wety ~ absolutely essential to this 


womanly. charm we spéak of, and 
again because it does produce the illu- 
sion of a more spirituelle figure. 
‘Phere. is still another reason for its 

cultivation. It reflects mental poise. 
Not Only reflects it, but produces it. 
A day is full of opportunities to 
practice grace. A thousand moves and 
gestures are made which might just 
as well be tributes to charm, but which 
instead are too often awkward sprawl- 
ing in ehairs, slumping in gaits, an- 
gular bends and heavy treads. Waving 
a greeting, handing a guest a maga- 
zine or a cup of tea, settling one’s self 
in a chair, steppirlg in and out of 
one’s motor—all these are opportuni- 
ties to practice the art of grace, which 
a8 & possession outshines Titian locks, 
or pansy eyes, or perfect features. 


There are women who are naturally 
graceful in all their movements. Some 
others there are who-are not, but can 
be taught to dance gracefully, yet stop 
being graceful when they stgp danc- 
ing. And then there is the large body 
of us who, in order to be graceful in 
all of our ordinary evefyday move- 
ments, have to think before we move 
until our muscles are so trained they 
act gracefully without promptings. 

- All Heroines Have It. 
So important in the construction of 


beauty is this grace of movement that 
no self-respecting author presents his 
héroine to his public without having 
endowed her bountifully. Sometimes, 
of course, he indulges in his literary 
prerogative to the extent of having 
her “‘ walk with elastic step from the 
hip,” or he will have her feet “scarcely 
touch the ground,” or give her the 
“body of a willow” Or fasten upon 
her the “ andulatjng movements of the 
vamp,” etc. of which might prove 
discouraging did we attempt to emu- 
late her sways and her rhythms. 


As our lives, for the most part, aren't 
in the realms of the ethereal we prob- 


ably wouldn’t find it practical to look | 


like the slender nymphlike beings fa- 
miliar in filmy Grecian tunics. But 
we can, without affected gesture or 
pose, add a bit of béauty to the modve- 
ments we have to make in the course 
of a day. 

Often enough you’ve heard a woman 
spoken of as ‘““Khowing how to wear 
clothés.” Just such a remark, heard 
recently, set me to conjecturing 
whether it was color or expense or 
what that earned the compliment. The 
truth is that it was the woman’s car- 
riage and her grace of movement—not 
moni¢y or taste alone, although it must 
be admitted both were expended. But

One has-to feel “loosened up” from 
head to heel, or “light” to achieve 
the triumph of a light step over @ 
thump.

Faults of the Saddle. 


Some of the methods of correcting |, 


the principal faults of the saddle are 
as follows: A steady pull on the curb 
particularly stops the circulation of 
the mouth, numbs it until the effect 
is lost and the action becomes brutal. 
An intermittent tension on the reins 
is effective, Whereas a .sudden jerk 
rarely accomplishes more than to ex- 
cite the horse and arouses his fear of 
the rider. Excessive use of the curb 
should be avoided; it toughens the 
borse’s mouth. 

The half halt is a brief, energetic 
action of the hands which the rider 
executes with fingers closed on the 
reins, by twisting the wrist quickly 
from below upward and front to rear, 
without losing contact with the mouth. 
It ig used to slow up horses that are 
too ambitious, to back horses, or to 
carry to the rear the excess weight 
that some badly balanced horses al- 
low to come on the shoulders. It is 
effected according to the need, on 
one rein, on two together, on the 
enaffie, or on the curb. 

The commonly called three and one 
is the half halt on one rein held in 
one [right] hand and three in the 
other [left] hand, used alternately. 
It separates the bits, moving them 
slightly in the opposite directions. It 
ig used to destroy the muscular con- 
tractions of the jaw, which the horse 
opposes, instinctively or voluntarily, 
to the action of the bite. 

At the walk, the reins should be 
relaxed, allowing the horse to have 
full freedom of his head, except 
when the speed of the walk is being 
Controlled. Horse that bites, while 

or tightening the girths: 
Keep the offside [right] snaffie rein. 
taut. Always mount and make ad- 
justments on the nearside [left). 


When a Worse Rears. 


the horse re- 


backwards] and grasp the horse be- 
low the throat in order to hold on 
maintain the forward position. 
Use the whip and spur to make him 
go forward, instead of obeying that 
impuise to strike him on the head, 
which would only ¢xzaggerate the sit- 
uation and make the horse head-shy.

Fear, improperly ad- 
justed equipment, weak loins, weak 
locks, coat tail or blanket tickling 
his loins are some reasons why a 
horse bucks.

A cool dining room will seem to get 


cooler and cooler as the meal pro- 


gresses, so that some people would 


like to call for their fur coats.

the inside than from any outside chill, 
as everybody knows who has ever 
had chills and fever. Chilled water- 
melon as a dinner dessert followed 
by certain exposure’ will make any 
number of people sneeze, and perhaps 
the result will be a severe “summer 
cold.” 

The term “cold service,” undoubted- 
ly native to England, where the cold 
joint and the cold meat pie are regu- 
lar dinner prescriptions, needs some re- 
vision for us, not only because Amer- 
iean customs do differ from English, 
but because our cold things are colder. 
We may, and some people do, begin

One of the later home that 
will extend some ice cream is what 
used to be called a “sherbet fizz.” In 
making this a glass is filled one-third 
or one-half full of ice cream and then 
filled up with chilled ginger ale.

Individual Baked Alaska. 


A single slice of brick ice cream 
on a thin slice of sponge cake, which

service. Not a spot of the ice cream 
should be expesed after the sweetened 
egg white is put on, but no great 
amount of skill is needed to make it 
attractive. For covering three slices 
of ice cream we need about three egg 
whites or more in proportion than 
when we cover a whole brick. In any 
case a little sugar may be sprinkled 
over the egg white just before it is put 
into a fierce oven or under a broiler 
for about fifteen seconds. The ugar 
hastens the browning. 


On Freezing Ices. 

Probably there will-be nothing better 
than the freezer with a wooden jacket 
and the inside metal container with 
a wooden dasher. These should be 
immaculately clean. It is rather shock- 
ing to see so many commercial con- 
tainers left outside back doors all 
gummy and sticky, perhaps floating 
in the melted ice water. It really isn’t 
decent to leave them thus,.because the 
chances are that they can never be as 


antiseptically clean as they could be/| 
they.

It is best 
to wash and scald the metal container 
and dasher thoroughly before they are 
used, even if they have been put away 
as clean as possible.

Freezing Conditions. 


There was an old fashioned idea 
that the best place to do freezing with 
ice and salt was the cool cellar or the 
cool back steps or porch. Quite the 
opposite of that idea now prevails; 
that is, a hot room is the best place 
in which to do the fre¢zing because 
the ice melts more freely and it is in 
the melting of the ice, or the transfer 
of the chill, that the work is done. 
The mixture to be frozen will be best 
if it has been thoroughly chilled be- 
fore it is surrounded with the ice and 
salt; that is, it will be of finer quality 
especially if it happens to be of an 
egg and milk combination, or partly 
egg and milk. 


Baking and Molding Ice Cream. 


When ice cream is to be repacked 
into a fancy mold, perhaps with an ice 
inside, as in making bombs, or fine 
lemon molds of ice cream, the molds 
should be well chilled, but the mixture 
must not be frozen too hard before it 
is packed into the molds, but merely 
toa firm mush. ‘For all elegant service 
the molds of ice cream are really need- 
ed and one should learn how to pack 


them carefully. 


The firm mush, or partly frozen stuff, 
Bhould be put into the mold by spoon- 
fuls and packed in well. If it is not, it 
will not céme out well in a fine mold. 
The fancier the mold, the more care 
must be taken in packing the frozen 
mush into it, pushing it into all curves 
and corners. If ice cream or ices and 


eral, it is best to pack a mold run- 
over full, then smooth off the top 
and cover with a buttered paper. A’ 
Sweet unsalted butter is best and this | 
is better than a paraffined or waxed! 
paper, Which sometime; 
slight flavor. 

' The buttered paper of the right size 
should .be made while the mold is stilil 
empty, being cut around so as to be 
an inch larger all the way around and 
the buttered side of the paper should be 
up, not next to the ice. 

Then the cover is put on to fit close- 
ly and it is completely immersed in the 
salt and ice mixture, Which must be 
washed off with cold water and the 
mold wiped so as not to be dripping 
before the cover is removed: Some- 
times it is only necessary to let the 
mold stand for a few minutes, though 
in other cases it may be necessary -to 
dip it into hot water and out again 
instantly, with the careful wiping 
again. 


Plain Vanilla Ice Cream. 


«The easiest of all ice creams to make | 


is that of full credm slightly sweetened 
and vored. One can hardly fail to 


serve from four to six people, although 
most people would consider two dessert 
portions from it all that could be ex- 
pected, It swells with feezing. Almost 
any mixture swells in freezing, and it 
is on that account that experts advise 
us to have containers holding twice

One added item produces more than 
anything else the transformation of 
the beach ensemble. That is the coat, 
cape, or shawl, which this summer is 
an almost inevitable accompaniment 
tothe bathing suit. Although the wrap 
is always shed, and left high and dry 
on the beach when the woman swims, 
it is waterproof, and is put on as soon 
as she comes out of the water. It 
does a great deal to enhance the charm 
of bathing by increasing comfort and 
adding to chic. Cloak and bathing 
suit are made into definite ensembles, 
either of the same material, or tied 
together into a harmony by a similar- 
ity of trimming. Often the practical

Our first model is made of water re- 
sisting jersey, and includes one of the 
favored wraps for the beach.

When in the water, the wearer dis- 
cards this cape and appears in the two 
piece suit beneath. This has a sleeve- 
less jumper, quite high in the neck, 
and a rather full pair of culottes topped 
by a brique red rubber belt. Both 
culottes and jumper are trimmed with 
zig-zag bands of gray and white jersey. 
The cap, which is worn with this en- 
sembie, follows the hair line, as do the 
little caps of felt which are so much 
worn with street toilettes in Paris. The 
type of culottes shown in this sketch 
are the only kind worn this season by 
fashionable women, and as can be 


readily seen, they are so full that they 
have the same appearance as the short 
bathing skirt in the three piece bath- 
ing suit. 

Paris fashion creators have devoted 
a great deal of their talent to design- 
ing bathing costumes this summer. 
Jean Patou, with his usual clever solu- 
tion of all our problems of chic, shows 
two types of beach clothes—those for 
the beach only and those for the beach 
and the water. Both are made water- 
proof against the hazards of the plunge 
but the former are more fanciful ani 
decorative, naturally, than swimming 
togs for the swimmer. 

A Patou beach ensemble is shown 
on our second figure. It is of the not 
more than moist kind of chic, which 
women who want to be on the beach 
and out of the water will wear at 
Deauville this August. With the ex- 
ception of being two or three inches 
shorter as to skirt, tuis beach costume 


is exactly like many of the summer 
sports dresses seen here. 

The slender jumper is of black water 
proof taffeta, with the favored square 
neckline, banded with taffeta bands 
which tie on the right shoulder.

U can’t wrap him in cotton 
wool—make a hothouse flower 
of him—a sensitive plant. 

But you don’t want to make a 
cactus of him, either. 2 

How about a hardy perennial? That 
sounds like a fair compromise, doesn’t 
it? 

Of course, it’s all a manner of speak- 
ing—a way of figuring out in terms 
of things that grow, this matter of 
protecting your child from unfavorable 
influences that surround him—whether 
they happen to be his environment in 
general, older people, or other chil- 
dren. 

It is a difficult thing to decide, be- 
cause it has more than one angie, and 
you don’t want to lose your perspec- 
tive and be narrow about it. For in- 
stance, it would be awful to produce 
the result ““My mother says I can't 
play with you,” or “ Don't speak to

Your protecting of your children has 
got to be done, wherever it is humanly 
possible, without their knowing it. 
They can’t understand what lies be- 
hind your action and it wouldn't be 
well to explain, even if they could 
understand. It would be very bad to 
create a snobbish feeling in your child 


one. It is an attitude that might per- 
meate his relations toward people 
throughout his whole life.’ 


Preparation for Life. 

I think we all agree that a too-care- 
ful shielding of children does not pre- 
pare them for life. It is apt to make 
them too tender, too sensitive—to unfit 
them for the time- when they have to 
“get out on their own.” Then life

won't handle them with gloves—though 
I am not, by any means, one of those 
who feel as some people do, that life 
is a thug who lies in wait behind each 
corner with a blackjack in his hand.

The younger they are, 
the more helpless and more plastic, 
and the more they must guarded. The 
child of 9 has an imperviousness to 
outside influences that the child of 6 
has not. But at any age it is pos- 
sible to overstep the mark and to 
shield too muc‘’. 

The “ Hardening Process.” 

There are some parents who believe 
in the very opposite-of this cotton- 
wool treatment—who are strong for 
the hardening process. ‘Turn him 
loose,”’ they say, ‘‘and let him develop 
his own protection.”” And there are 
some who have no particular convic- 
tion about it—they turn their children 
loose only because it’s the line of 
least resistance and FOR THE TIME 
BEING, is the least trouble. In either 
case the result is the same. 

Well, I’ve seen some of these young 
cacti and I don't think so much of the 
result. They bear the marks of the 
toughening process. Sometimes the 
toughness and warping and spininess 
of the cactus are visible, and some- 
times they aren't. But they're there 
despite what the advocates of this 
treatment may say. If you could 
know the inner selves of these chil- 
dren when they have grown up you 
would find them bearing the spiritual 
scars. 

Once I heard a group of men who 
had struggled through against odds to 
make something of themselves, who 
were looked up to and respected— 
agree in regretting that in their boy- 
hood they had been exposed to so many 
unfortunate influences, the effects of 
which they still carried with them, 
and always would. And yet we would 
not think of adopting such heroic 
measures with young plants or valu- 
able animals, as these peolpe do with 
their children. 


The Medium Course. 


What the elimination of these two 
extremes leaves us, then, is a medium 
course—something between too much 
protection and too little, with the hope 
that we'll obtain a product that is be- 
tween the cactus and the hothouse 
plant, something that has stamina 
and hardihood, grace and individuality, 
and a wholesome natural relation to 
society. To do so we must try iIn- 
telligently to provide them with mod- 


erate freedom, moderate care, moder:

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Sammer Puddings 
May Be Hot, Cold 
or Frozen, to Accord 
with the Type of — 
Dinner You Serve. 


AN recipes hare been scientifically 
tested by Miss Eddington with current 
market materials and are indorsed by her. 


By Jane Eddington. 

'S an all cold meal alluring to you? 
No, nor to me. Our reference here 
is to a formal meal, and not the 

luncheon or emergency snack. If 
ybu are hungry enough, an entirely 
cold meal may be alluring, but when 
we add actually frozen foods it may 
take considerable glamour: to “put 
tiem over.” Any elderly company is 
more than likely to feel a bit depressed 
in body and mind after an all cold 


banquet. 
A cool dining room will seem to get 
cooler and cooler as the meal pro- 
so that some people would 
like to call for their fur coats. One 
can get more unendurably cold from 
the inside than from any outside chill, 


‘as everybody knows who_has ever 


had chills and fever. Chilled water- 
melon as a dinner dessert followed 
by certain exposure will make any 
number of people sneeze, and perhaps 
the result will be a severe “summer 
col se 

The term “cold service,” undoubted- 
ly mative to England, where the cold 
joint and the cold meat pie are regu- 
lar dinner prescriptions, needs some re- 
vision for us, not only because Amer- 
ican customs do differ from English, 

t because our cold things are colder. 

e may, and some people do, begin 
a summer dinner with chilled relishes, 
follow it with iced bouillon, have a 
platter of cold meats, a sherbet as a 
rélief course, a frozen’ salad, and at 
the end or near the end of the dinner 
an ice or ice cream in one form or 
another, and the beverage may be iced 
tea or chilled ginger ale. Young peo- 
ple actually choose such dinners from 
hotel menus. 

Looked at with reason it is easy to 
gee that such a dinner is too much of 
a good thing, in the way of cold dishes 
for hot days. The English officers in 
broiling India long since learned that 
hot tea left both the body and the 


feelings cooler than cold drinks. The an 


physiological reason is not far to seek. 
The body has to work to raise the 
temperature of the cold foods and 
drinks to one corresponding to its 
own, which is near 100 degrees warm. 
Work in any weather, but particularly 
and most noticeably in warm weather, 
raises the heat of the body beyond the 
normal, or tries to, because physiologi- 
cal heat is the by-product of work 
{exercise and activity]. 


The Food Value of Iced Sweets. 

It is a great mistake to eat ice 
creams in quantity, whether we are 
malnourished little girls or obese elder- 
ly women. There is a great deal of 
fuel or energy in a good ice cream, 


part of which is so quick burning that . 


it may become a dangerous food in 
quantity, and a part of which is just 
héavy concentrated food, by the eating 
of which one may rapidly add ounces 
and pounds to the body. The ices are 
safer, but the amount of sugar in them 
will make them dangerous if taken in 
too large quantities. There are a good 
many ways of lightening up cream 
with liquids and even with whipped 
cream, because the latter is so largely 


air, 

A little larger quantity of ice is 
served per person, usually, than of ice 
cream, that is, a pound of ice cream 
in a brick is ‘usually r€ckoned as equal 
to six gowl services, although it can 
be much extended by various devices, 
while a pint or a pound of sherbet is 
usually the allowance for five people 
and there are not so many ways of 
extending it, although there are a few 
pretty ones. 

Extending Ices and Creams. 

An ice cream can be made to g0 
much farther if it is mixed or garnish- 
ed with whipped cream. A parfait is 
usually a mixture of half ice cream 
anid half whipped cream. Mixtures 

to the soda fountain service are 
algo ways of making a quantity of ice 
cream go much farther than it other- 


. wise would. It is easy to have a choo 


olgte sirup and combine it with a little 
ice cream and whipped créim and selt- 
zer water, or sometimes ice cream is 
put on top of a rich combination of 
iced coffee rich with cream, and the 
whole is served as a “ coffee float.” 
One of the later home services that 
will extend. some ice cream is what 
used to be called a “sherbet fizz.” In 
making this a glass is filled one-third 
or one-half full of ice cream and then 
filjed up with chilled ginger ale. It 
has become exceedingly popular and 
ittwan be garnished in various ways by 
sprinkling over it such things as can- 
<i ginger, chopped fine, or candied 
mint leaves. However, it should be 
sefved instantly the ginger ale is 
over the ice cream. 

n serving ices there are little paper 
boxes or souffié cups hardly larger, or 
hardly more than twice as large as 
some of the bonbon holders. When 
filled with a colorful ice these are so 
pretty that people forget the portion 
is sosmall. They are used when great 
numbers are to be served, and there are 
various devices of the same sort. 

But perhaps the grandest way of all 
for extending ice cream is that called 
by the French omelet surprise, or 
“@melette infernale.” In the United: 
States it is usually called baked Alaska. 


: Baked Alaska.

One of the advantages of a baked 
is that a rather poor ice cream 
be much improved by serving it 
im this fashion. Let us be emphatic 
by saying it at least twice over, that 
w we need for a baked Alaska is a 
layer of sponge cake, on this the ice 
cream, and then the complete covering 
of stiffly beaten egg whites.

A single slice of brick ice cream 
on a thin slice of sponge cake, which 
extends a little beyond it all around, 
then covered with beaten and sweet- 
ened egg white as described, and baked 
or broiled, makes an interesting family 
service. Not a spot of the ice cream 
should be exposed after the sweetened 
egg white is put on, but no great 
amount of skill is needed to make it 
attractive. For covering three slices 
of ice cream we need about three egg 
whites or more in proportion than 
when we cover a whole brick. In any 
case a little sugar may be sprinkled 
over the egg white just before it is put 
into a fierce oven or under a broiler 
for about fifteen seconds. The sugar

Having His Own : 
Room, Particularly if 


That Room Is as Pretty 


One Described Today 
_ By Phyllis Marsh. _ 


day nursery. In no way is the 
home decorator of our day depmved of 
expressing here her individual decora- 
tive ability, for wherever fabrics, furni- 
ture, floor coverings, wall papers and 
what not are procurable, the juvenile’s 
needs have been adequately supplied. 
Since a child’s babyhood is of com- 
paratively short dtration, it is well 
to consider decorating the room for 


the time when he or she can better | 


appreciate and enjoy it. The child 
mind is much more impressionable than 
the adult, therefore it is extremely ad- 
visable to use the utmost care in the 
way one decorates the room. The im- 
portance of correct environment cannot 
be s too highly, for parents and 
educa everywhere are finding it 
necessary to the proper development 
of character and ideals. 


Many important and definite points 


enter into the planning of the nurs- 
ery, some of which will be enumer- 
ated here. One of the first things to 
consider is to make the room practical 
as well as decorative, and not to create 
a “show place” or exploit the fantas- 
tic ideas in decoration which are apt 
.o come to one at times.

Other important things to consider, 
from the standpoint of sanitation, are 
so treated that it will be a small mat- 
ter to keep the room spick and span 
with merely soap and water. If plain. 
or slightly stippled walls are desired, 
it is best to use a washable flat wall 
paint in a tint of some soft toned col- 
or, rather than a shade of the same 
color. The decorative juvenile wall 
papers which are now so much in 
vogue, are most attractive in their 
quaint designs depicting scenes from 
**Mother Goose Rhymes,” Kate 
Greenaway” figures and kindred sub- 
jects, and may be made washable by 
applying more than one coat of a flat 
toned waterproof varnish of any well 
known brand. 


For the floor there is no better cov- 


jering than an inlaid or printed lino- 
leum. It should be laid from wall 


to wall and either waxed or varnished 
to help preserve its wearing qualities, 
especially when using a printed lino- 
leum. Over the linoleum may be 


spread rugs of various kinds. 
/ Bnameled nursery furniture seems 


to be the most desired at the present 
time, due probably to the fact that it 
is extremely decorative, appropriate, 
wactical and comparatively inexpen- 
sive. 

There are several pieces of furni- 
ture which should be considered neces 
sary in order to equip the nursery 
properly. First, the baby’s crib, which 
may be of enameled wood or metal 
with drop sides. This quite logically 


|} will later give place to the single bed 


or possibly twin beds, one of which 
will always be in readiness to accom- 
modate the occasional little guest. 
Next is the chest of drawers, which 
is most essential if baby’s apparel [of 
which there is usually an abundance] 
is to be kept in order and all assembied 
in one place for mother’s particular 
convenience. The third important 
piece of furniture which-should not 


be overlooked is the dressing table and ~ 
variity bench, which may be substi- 
tuted, if preferred, by two commodes 


at either side of a cheval mirror. 


The selection of the few necessary 
incidental pieces may be decided ac- 
cording to individual preference and 
needs. Attractive overstuffed nursery 
chairs may be had covered in figured 
oil cloth. There others in substan- 
tial water-proof g chintz in dainty 
floral or juvenile patterns. These are 
particularly desirable since it is only a 
minute's work to clean them with a 
moistened cloth and a reliable neutral 
soap. 
Somewhere in a pleasantly light cor- 
ner of the room should be a diminutive 
table and four small chairs, where 
an interesting hour of reading may be 
had. A chaise longue covered in water- 
proof glazed chintz and a wicker or 


reed rocker and chair with removable . 


cushions of the same glazed chintz 
would add their decorative touch to an- 
other corner of the room. If the nurs- 
ery is a small room with no closet 
space, it is necessary that a wardrobe 
be selected which matche. the other 
pieces of furniture in the room, in 
which little dresses and coats may be 
hung on tiny decorated wood hangers. 
This suggests to the child that care 
must be taken of his or her clothes, 
and if this is insisted upon at an early

With a cushion and head rest 
covered in a colorful cretonne or chintz 
it would be found a most practical sort 
of chair in a nursery. Near the chair 
wo be a desirable place for a three 
or four paneled screen which may be 
purchased in various styles suitable 
for the nursery, or, more interesting 
still, there are screen frames which 
may be covered in many ways at home. 


These frames are inexpensive and if 
covered with composition wall board, 
which should be nailed to the screen 
securely, they may be covered with 
either cretonne, chintz or a dainty 
wall paper. The wall-board should be 
tacked to both sides of each panel 
and the material or wall paper used 
i then ve glued to the board. 

e edges of the screen panels may be 
finished with upholstering gimp, 
either glued or nailed on with fancy 
brass headed upholstery nails, but be- 
fore applying the gimp it will be found 
that by giving each panel of the 
screen three coats of white shellac it 
will enhance the colorings, and at the 
same time make a most practical and 
sanitary type of screen. 

Small but much treasured pieces of 
furniture are the child’s writing desk 
and little chair, where the many let- 
ters to fond relatives will be written 
in a small childish hand at the dicta- 
tion of mother. The desk should not 
be forgotten, for the, writing of these 
little missives means so much to the 
development of the child’s mind, and|. 
should be encouraged. 

To help foster the'child’s desire for

AM a great believer in the 
| rights of the people, as this 

is the fountain head on which 
all our institutions, such as the

Nicaragua 

fied for his life. Christmas got out of 
pa with about 200 men. Still 

full of fight, he planned to reach the 

mountain fastnesses, and there rally 

his shattered forces. 

But at Mani, two days away, the 
enemy caught up with him. It was 
a case of thousands against. hundreds, 
but with Christmas the best strategy 
was always to strike frst. He or- 
dered his little force to attack. He 
fed them in an attempt to cut through 
the strangthening cordon of the enemy. 
The fight was short and sharp. Sixty 
of his men were killed, 100 wounded, 
and the rest scattered. Wounded, he 
himself was taken prisoner and 
dragged back to the very prison into 
which he had thrown ex-President 
Policarpo. 

The next morning he was marched 
out to the old wall where losing war- 
riors and presidents usually 
shot. A climax made for the motion 
pictures ensued. In the night, Christ- 
mas managed to get word to Guy 
Moloney, the present police chief of 
New Orleans, who had served with 
him through several battles. When 
dawn came it appeared that even this 
friend had failed him or else could 
é0 nothing to save him. Still, Christ- 
mas fought on—with surprising sub- 
tlety and craft. He hit upon the idea 
of insulting his captors, of enpeerns 
them, in hope of delay. 


[TAUNTS HIS CAPTORS ] 


The firing squad drew up; the ironi- 
eal Nicaraguan captain asked if he 
wanted his body shipped home. 
Christmas began his stream of insults. 
He called the captain and his men, 
with deep calculation, all the vile 
things he: could think of; he insulted 
their intelligence as soldiers, their 
church, their women, their country. 
The Nicaraguans—in their hearts the 
subtle savagery of an Indian ancestry 
blended with the fierce pride of Span- 
ish blood that also ran in their veins 
—became frantic. They pounded his 
face while his hands were bound, and 
he laughed at them, and vontinued 
his taunts. They drew away to con- 
sider what tortures would wash away 
this gringo’s insulting epithets. They 
glared, sneered, told him in ‘detai? ‘ail: 
the cruel things they intended doing to 
him. They whetted knives and brought 
in braziers of burning coal. Christmas 
talked on grimly, hopelessly. 

Just in time’ Moloney and a band 

. American soldiers of fortune 
smashed their way into the place, 
bested the surprised firing’ squad, and 
carried Christmas away. They ‘fled 
that night safely ‘into Quatamala. 

Christmas wandered about for the 
next two years, hunting war. He 
served successfully as a general in 
Quatamala and Salvador. He was 
wounded several times, and foiled nu- 
merous atternpted assassinations. He 
came back to America, and in New 
Orleans built a palatial home from 
proceeds of his Central American wars. 


Then, in 1909, Estrada, the Nicaraguan o 


general whose armiss had beaten 
Bonilla two years before, turned on 
‘Zelaya, then president of Honduras. 
No. sooner had this revolution started . 
than the irrepressible Christmas set 
out for Nicaragua. Agaif hé was made 
a@.general and took the field. 

It was at this time, apparently, that 
the big idea of his life—the plan to 
unify the five Central American repub- 
lice——came to him. He and Bonilla 
returned to Quatamala and there or- 
ganized a force that was to start a 
concurrent rebellion in Honduras 
against Davila. Everything was ready; 
spies had been placed throughout the 
country. At Porto Cortez a force of 


men had been assembled, secretly, | 


under Gen. Marin. The 
waited Bonilla’s signal. 


COULDN'T KEEP QUIET 


One night, however, Gen. Marin got 
drunk, started a little revolt against 
an unsympathetic bartender, and was 
411 the plans and names of 
the conspirators were found on his. 
body. Wholesale arrests followed. 
Bonilla and Christmas managed to es- 
cape to Quatamala, where they were 
arrested and held for some time in. 


Jail. 

Lee Christmas couldn't keep 
quiet for long. Soon he was back in 
New Orleans. He was, it appears, 
Planning his biggest and best Central 
American filibuster. Newspapermen 
noticed an increasing number of 
known soldiers of fortune whispering 
around the tables of certain old cafés, 
where filibusterers always used to 
gather. Next, they discovered that 
mysterious parties had purchased the 
old United States gunboat Hornet. 
Christmas denied that the ship was 
to. take arms and ammunitions to 
Porto Cortez for a new uprising. But 
the ship cleared suddenly, took on 
supplies down the coast, and turned 
up at Porto Cortez, 

The next day Christmas and Bonil- 
la slipped out of New Orleans, to be 
heard from again when war broke

turned to the United States and set- 
tled down in peace and plenty, but 
the old war call still played siren. 


| FORANEWU.S. | 


Again there came before him the 
vision that haunted him so long— 
that of a United States of Central 
America. He’ obtained leave of ab- 
sence from Bonilla and came to New 
Orleans, quite presumably to organ- 
ize, with Honduras as a base, this 
‘greatest of al his filibusters. It was 
an alluring idea, no doubt he could 
have found much American money 
to back it—but it was just about this 
time that America entered the world 
war. 

In a way, I know of nothing more 
pathetic in all the history of soldiers 


‘than Lee Christmas’ part in that 


struggle. He had worn many uni- 


forms, had fought under many flags, 


but never had he served under his 
own flag, nor worn the uniform of 
his own people. And he wanted, sud-. 
denly and fiercely, to do those things. 
before he died. 

He went to Washington. He tried 
to get into the army. He was refused. 
Undismayed, he spent days in dogged. 
effort to see President Wilson, and 
y his tremendous earnestness got 
, in those busy, trying times, past 
the capitol underlings. President Wil- 
son heard, was touched, and granted 
his plea—with the proviso, of course, 
that the army doctor find him physt- 
cally fit. 

So Lee Christmas left the capital 
of his Own country happier, probably, 
than he ever had been in all his re- 
markable, turbulent life. No doubt he 
saw himself leading American soldiers 
under the Stars and Stripes. But the

‘Thus Lee Christmas, as great a 
soldier, in heart and spirit, if not in 
formal military training, as ever lived, 
did serve his own country—secretly, 
in a way, and in mufti; and they say 
he: it well. 


THE GHOSTS GATHER» 


But it was true Lee Christmas’ 
fighting days were done. The old fever 
grew on him these last years; his 
health failed and his fortune suffered. 
In 1922 he made a last trip to Central 
America—he had been back in the 
states for treatment—going to Quata- 
mala, no longer hunting war, but to 
lock into mining properties. He fell 
ill, and was rushed back to New 
Orleans. Long months in the hospi- 
tal, and he appeared to recover. A 
year passed, probably the most peace 
ful of his adult days, with his family. 
But in August, 1923, he collapsed in 
the street. 

Round him then gathered the ghosts 
of the old hardships, of old jungle 
sicknesses, of ,old wounds and infec- 
tions he had whipped in his youthful 
days, to take at last their inevitable 
toll. Round him, too, gathered the 
loyal friends of hig fighting. days, the 
soldiers of fortune, like Guy Moloney, 
ready to war for him again, even 
against death. His last great fight 
Was on. 

The doctors said he had pernicious 
anemia; that only blood transfusions 
could save him. Moloney gave his 
“blood to save his old chief. The jun-/ 
gle ghosts crept away, to bide their 
time; they knew. Presently, they 
closed in again. Lee Christmas fought 
for his life. Again Moloney gave his 
blood. The shadows were forced back 
once more. For a time the issue was 
in doubt. Another attack, more blood 
transfusion, a little respite. . Then 
sudden and final victory for the things 
of the jungle and the wars. 

Lee Christmas had. surrend in 
the end, but he went out wi the 
sure and serene faith that death was 
the only enemy before whom he had 
ever bowed. :

J am not, by any means, one of those 


who feel as some people do, that life 
is a thug who lies in wait behind each 
corner with a blackjack in his hand. 
We must admit, however, that life 
for most of us holds very varied treat- 
ment and varied human relations, and 
our childhood should, to a moderate 
degree, fit us for that. 

This sort of generalization has be- 
kind it always the qualifying infiu- 
ence of common sense.

An intermittent tension on the reins 
is effective, whereas a sudden jerk 
varely accomplishes more than to ex- 
cite the horse.and arouses his fear of 
the rider.

On Freezing Ices. ' Jor, rather than a shade of the same 


Probably there will be nothing better 
than the freezer with a wooden jacket 
and the inside metal container with 
a wooden dasher. These should be 
immaculately clean. It is rather shock- 
ing to see so many commercial con- 
tainers left outside back doors all 
gummy and sticky, perhaps floating 
in the melted ice water. It really isn’t 
decent to leave them thus, because the 
chances are that they can never be ag 
antiseptically clean as they could be 
if not thus exposed. Besides, they 
attract flies to the spot. It is best 
to wash and scald the metal container 
and her thoroughly before they are 
used, éven if they have been put away 
as clean as possible. Then put the 
container and the dasher and the top 
into an ice box to chill before adding 
the mixture which is to be frozen, 
whether it is an ice or a cream. As 
in bread making; nice work with ices 
and ice creams means temperature all 
the time. In mixing any preparation 
of sirup and fruit juice with cream or 
a custard with cream, the best suc- 
cess is only obtained if the two are 
the same temperature. 


There was an old fashioned idea 
that the best place to do freezing with 
ice and salt was the cool cellar or the 
cool back steps or porch.

same time make a most practical and 
sanitary type of screen.

The 
passengers and crew all mutinied and 
obliged him to tranship the outfit and 
carry it around the corner of the cape 
and across to the mainland, where they 
landed on another rock at a place they 
promptly named Plymouth. Nor did 
they allow him to leave them until the 
following spring. By the way, the 
Plymouthites do not like this story of 
the first landing at what is now Prov- 
incetown a little bit. It annoys them

Approaching Provincetown. 

The drive up to this artistic and at- 
tractive colony that has made the fame 
of Provincetown is one of the loveliest 
in all New England. The cape had a 
character quite its own. It is long 
and narrow and ends in such an \un- 
mitigated hook that Provincetown 
looks east, not south as one would ex- 
pect, and opposite it, across a strip of 
shallow water, is the extreme tip of the 
cape beyond which lies Cape Cod bay, 
which, in turn, opens into Massa- 
chusetts bay. 

Swept by ocean gales, the trees on 
the cape are stunted and gnarled in 
aspect, quite different from their pro- 


totypes that grow to such immense 


girth and height along the rest of the 
shore line and in the hinterland of the 
Bay state. The air on the cape is 
extra delicious, the best that sea and 
land can create, with a tang of sweet- 
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ness to it that is to be inhaled to be 
believed. Aged, O very aged, are the 
houses and churches that are scat- 
tered sparsely along the highway that 
runs, smooth and black, up the spine 
of the cape. Hills there are, but only 
such as the winds would allow to rise, 
low and round. Stunted trees climb 
up them; the grass grows on them 
much as it does on the Scotch high- 
lands and one expects to see flocks of 
gray sheep, and herds of‘gaunt cattle 
grazing there, but none such are in 
evidence. 

Arrived at Provincetown itself the 
visitor drives slowly and carefully 
along the narrowest, crookedest, 


crowdedest little main street you ever 


saw. The houses huddle close to its 
narrow footways, and a heterogeneous 
mass of people, chiefly young, throng 
it. Most of them are hatless and many 
of them are barefooted. Their clothes 
are varied and colorful. They look 
eager, intelligent and happy. Easels,

One sees here and there artists seated 
on camp stools or standing at tall 
easels painting the sea, the earth, the 
sky, the picturesque little houses that 
snuggle so cozily, shoulder to shoulder.

To the Pilgrim Fathers. 

A lofty mohument commemorating 
the landing of the original band of 
Pilgrim Fathers dominates the entire 
end of the cape. It was ‘erected by 
the Cape Cod Pilgrim association, 


members of which are to be found 


in every stateinthe Union. The mon- 
ument cost $95,000, not including the 
site, which was given by Province- 


- 


uted $40,000 from the national treas- 
ury; the state of Massachusetts, $25,- 
000; Provincetown, $5,000, and the rest 
came from private subscribers from 
all over the country. We 

At the laying of the corner stone 
in 1907 Theodore Roosevelt, then Presi- 
dent of the United States, made the 
chief address. In the course of his 
speech he referred to this first group 
of settlers as ‘‘the Puritan Fathers,” 
whereupon up rose Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge and, halting the orator 
of the day, reminded him that this 
original band were “ Pilgrim Fathers,” 
because, with the exception of the 
two leaders, Elder Bradford and Elder 
Brewster, they were all of the com- 
mon people, while the Puritans were 
of the upper middle class of England. 
Being of American Dutch stock, Col. 
Roosevelt probably had not sensed the 
subtle différence between this first 
intrepid body of pioneers and many 
that followed in its footsteps. It was 
an interesting point to emphasize and

Seen for Miles Around. 

The monument itself is a little over 
252 feet in height. It stands about 
100 feet above tide water, which gives 
it a total altitude of 352 feet, a height 
that makes it soar far above the land 
and sea, in sight for miles around, 
and turns it into a valuable lookout in 
time of war, nearly a dozen light- 
houses being visible from its top. 

The style of the architecture is cu- 
riously without relation either to the 
Pilgrim Fathers or to the history of 
this country. It is a copy of the Torre 
del Mangia in Siena, Italy, a fine type 
of the Italian renaissance arder of ar- 
chitecture. The companile of the 
Palazzo Vecchio at Florence is another, 
perhaps better known, example of this 
school of design. The monument is, 
however, a fine piece of work. The
